CITY COUNCIL 


Let Contract for Cut and Grading on 
Kingsmill Avenue—Put Question of 
Skating Rink Over for Another 
Year—Only Three Aldermen = at 
Meeting. 


The regular meeting of the City 
Council was held Monday night, His 
Worship the Mayor in the chair and 
Aldermen McClure, Hill annd Gibson 
and the secretary present. 

A letter from D. M. Duggan, mayor 
of the city of Edmonton, was read. 
in view of the coming annual con- 
vention of Alberta municipalities, he 
suggested that a meeting be held of 
representatives from the six cities of 
the Province to determine steps to 
take to secure a portion of the rev- 
enue now being hogged ‘by the Prov- 
incial Government. He extended an 
invitation to a representative from 
Red Deer to a meeting in Calgary on 
October 24th, by which time the Hon. 
Mr. Reid promises to have the City 
Act ready. No action was taken by 
the Council. 

A Seattle firm advised that they 
had lighting plants and units suitable 
for a city of this size, and offered to 
sell to the city or to install the plants 
and operate them. ‘The letter was 
filed for future reference. 

The B.C. Monumental Works wrote 
that, acting on the instructions of the 
Imperial Graves’ Commission, they 
were forwarding to Red Deer head- 
stones for five soldiers ‘buried here, 
namely, Daniel B Coone, John Dugan, 
Wm. L. Hardiman, Oscar W. Litch- 
field and Arthur G. Price, and they 
asked the city to see that these were 
placed in position. The Commission- 
er pointed out that relatives had 
placed headstones at two of the graves 
mentioned and that before any action 
was taken the Commission should be 
advised of that fact. 

Fire Chief Taylor reported for Sep- 
tember that there had been no fires or 
false alarms. The equipment had 
been frequently tested and was in 
good shape. He pointed out that the 
week of October 7th was Fire Preven- 
tion Week, and urged co-operation of 
the Council to have the citizens clean 
up premises. Council took no action. 

H. E. Bawtinheimer was present 
and addressed the Council im connec- 
tion with a charge against his garage 
property for arrears of water rates. 
He stated that while the property was 
held by purchasers from him the 
city had allowed the water rates to 
get many months in arrears, and when 
he had been compelled to take the 
property back he was faced with the 
arrears of which he had had no notice. 
The city had paid 60 percent. of the 
arrears to the Western General, but 
Council agreed to rebate the re- 
mainder and to give the applicant 
one year to pay the 60 percent. 

Commissioners’ Report 

The Commissioners submitted their 
regular report, as follows: 

1. We received the plans for grad- 
ing Kingsmill Avenue extension to 
Victoria Avenue, and asked several 
persons to tender for the work, and 
also requested Mr. Howlett to try to 
get someone to tender. None have 
been received as yet. 

2. We wrote to the Secretary-Treas- 
urers of the towns of Wainwright, 
Blairmore, Vulcan and Stettler abou: 
their skating rinks, asking for infor- 
mation as to cost of construction, cos: 
of operation, revenues, etc., and, if 
possible, copies of the plans of the 
rinks. Stettler was the only place 
from which we got a reply, and the 
information secured from thera Is 
submitted herewith. Unfortunately 
the plans of the Stettler rink cannot 
be found there, but the Secretary is 
trying to find blue prints of the plans. 

3. We would respectfully ask your 
instructions regarding fixing and coi- 
lecting rents on improved properties 
owned by the city. No rents are 
being paid on two occupied proper- 
ties. 

4.The Public School Board offered 
to join with the city in getting in a 
car of Nordegg coal to try, and a car 
has been ordered at $8.70 per ton. 
This will be divided among the city, 
school and hospital. 

5. The use of the library has been 
granted for the holding of the poll on 
the plebsicite to be held November 
5th and for the summing up of the 
votes. 

6. We submit herewith statement of 
receipts and disbursements for Sep- 
tember. 

7. We submit herewith accounts for 
your authorization to pay. We have 
arranged, subject to your approval, to 
pay the quarterly payments due the 
Western General Electric Company 
on 10th inst., withbolding enough that, 
together with the last quarter’s pay- 
ments, will pay the Company’s taxes 
by the end of the year. 

All of which is respectfully submit- 
ted.

Considerable discussion followed 
the report. Since the typing of the 
report a tender_has been received 
from Geo. Ford for the necessary cut 
and grade on Kingsmill Ave. He 
offered to do the work according to 
the specifications laid down for 
$240.00. ‘His tender was accepted 
and work will be commenced at 
once. 

W. E. Payne was present on be- 
half of the petitioners for the sub- 
mission of a by-law ‘authorizing de- 
bentures for a skating rink, and Dr. 
J. B. Long was also present as repre- 
senting the ‘Hockey Club. The facts 
as submitted by Stettler showed that 
the rink there had ‘cost a Httle over 
twelve thousand dollars. The first 
year’s operation, for part of which 
they had only an estimate, showed a 
doficit of a Ilttle more than $200.00 
after payment of the annual deben- 
ture charges. Both Mr. Payne and 
Dr. Long pointed out that the rev- 
enue from a rink here would be con- 
siderably ‘more than in a place the 
size of Stettler. They thought that 
the rink should easily pay more than 
carrying charges each year, al- 
though it would not probably pay the 
annual debenture charges in full 
also. 

Alderman Gibson,. who was absent 
from. the last meeting, express>? nis 
views as to the rink.

CRIMINAL SITTINGS 


The Fall sittings of the Supreme 
Court for ‘hearing criminal cases, be- 
fore Justice Tweedie, was of very 
brief duration. The only case on the 
list was Rex (ex rel Dingman) vs. B. 
C. Learned of ‘Sylvan Lake. This 
was a charge of criminal! lfbel arising 
out of an indecent letter written by 
Learned to Mrs. Dingman. After the 
evidence for the Crown was in, the 
Honorable Mr. Justice Tweedie stat- 
ed that publication had not been prov- 
ed,andthatinanyevent he felt that 
the letter was less libellous than in- 
decent or smutty. He gave the accus- 
ed a most severe dressing_down, stat- 
ing that it was the kind of thing not 
done by gentlemen and good citizens, 
and that only by a narrow margin was 
the letter outside the criminal code 
provisions. He would not give the 
accused costs against the prosecutor, 
as was his power, as he felt that the 
lesson should be as severe as_ pos- 
sible. W. E. Payne, K-C., for the 
Crown, A. H. Russell, K.C., for the 
private prosecutor, and G. C. S. Cros- 
by for the accused. 


After the criminal sittings were 
concluded, Mr. Justice Tweedie heard 
one civil action—a claim ‘by Mrs. Al- 
bert S. Stroh, of Rocky Mountain 
House, for a divorce from her hus- 
band. The evidence established that 
he had committed the statutory 
offences and had deserted his wife 
over a year ago. The action was 
undefended, and the usual Order Nisi 
was allowed, to be made absolute in 
three months unless cause to the 
contrary was shown. A. H. Russell, 
K.C., appeared for the Plaintiff.

In 
1901, he poimited owt, there were only 
16,000 Jaws im the Dominion, but in 
1911, a span of ten years, the total 
had moved up to 75,000, while accord- 
ing to the sixth Canadian census 
made in 1921, the Jewish population 
of Oanlada was 126,000, chiefiy con- 
centrated in Montreal, Toronto and 
Winnipeg. They now constitute 1% 
percenf. of ‘the entire population 
with only three Canadian cities of 
5,000 or more population in which 
there are mo Jewish residents. 

As the statistician figured it, the 
Jewish population of the world is now 
15,500,000, with more than two- 
thirds: of it living in Burope, and only 
7% percent. resident in Asia, Africa 
and Austratia. 

Nearly 800,000 Jaws live under the 
British flag, while 500,000 are in 
France or in the French dependencies 
along the Mediterranean Sea.

The sum of $1411 had 
been raised for the work of Mr. Krett 
among the Ruthenians, and it was de- 
cided to continue this work. The ser- 
vices of Miss McPherson were with- 
drawn, owing to lack of building 
equipment. The Lord’s Day Obser- 
vance report was not encouraging; the 
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anti-tobacco pledges in the children’s 
work will be used separately. The 
Press committee had found the editors 
generally sympathetic to W.C.T.U. 
news and contributions. The L.T.L. 
work was affected materially by the 
C.G.LT. and Girl Guide organizations. 
There had been 26 medal contests this 
year; the difficulty was in getting a 
supply of senior contestants, and the 
senior elocution work set out is being 
revised by the Dominion W.C.T.U. The 
Loyal White Ribboners lamented a 
lack of leaders. The Literature de- 
pository had been useful. Quite a 
number of unions had held mothers’ 
meetings, and circulars and books of 
purity and other motherhood respon- 
sibilities were suggested.

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OBJECTIONABLE LEGISLATION 


The question of objectionable legis- 
lation was discussed in a recent issue 
of the Monetary Times, and this well 
known journal points out the unfor- 
tunate state of this province in this 
regard. While we have a Farmer 
gBovernment, and it may be assumed 
legislation placed on the etatute 
book is in the interest of the farmer, 
as a matter of fact the farmer will 
eventually be she greaes_ sufferer 
by this legislation. The article in 
question is as follows: 

“The provincg of Alberta presents 
a striking illustration of objectionable 
legislation and in whose interest it 
was passed seems difficult to deter- 
mine. During series of bad seasons 
in certain parts of the province, the 
farmers were unable to meet their 
obligations. and in fact were assist 
ed by the government in the way of 
seed grain, fodder, etc. Obviously in 
such conditions they could not pay 
their taxeS and their creditors were 
willing to wait forthe return of better 


Conditions. Mortgage companies car- 


ried their accounts for several years 
without payment of any interest 
whatever and moreover were com- 
yelled to pay insurance premiums 
and taxes to protect their properties. 
When these conditions were at their 
worst in 1922, the legislature of Al- 
berta passed a tax recovery act, whicl. 
enabled the municipal districts to 
expropriate the land by a_ simple 
process of registering a caveat seven 
months after the taxes fell into ar- 
rears and complete the expropriation 
of the land about 14 months later 
without any notice whatever to mort- 
gagees or others who might have an 
interest in the land—it would almost 
appear like an endeavor to ‘acquire 
the land rather than the taxes. There 
are many thousands of farmers in Al- 
berta affected by this act, the oper- 
ation of which would dispossess many 
deserving men of their homes and ren- 
der idle lands now cultivated. This 
at a time when efforts are being put 
forth to fill up the west with good 
settlers. 

“Another amazing aspect of  tax- 
ation methods is manifested in the 
charges against the land which, if 
not paid, are collectable like taxes 
and therefore become a charge prior 
to an existing first mortgage. A re- 
cent tax bill for 1922 had charged 
against a quarter section, $383.30. On 
investigation it was found that the 
ordinary municipal and school taxes, 
etc., amounted to $56.30, and the re 
maining $327.00 covered an amount 
paid by the municipal district for 
the care of the taxpayer in a sanitor- 
fum for 109 days at $3 per day, and 
the farmer not paying, the mortgagees 
may be obliged to do so in order to 
prevent confiscation of his security 
by the municipality. The premium 
on municipal hail insurance is also 
in some cases a heavy charge  like- 
wise chargeable to the land and 
like taxes having priority existing 
mortgages. 

“The foregoing serves to illustrate 
a serious situation to which legis- 
lators should give prompt attention if 
they wish to maintain the integrity 
of western securities. It would be a 
Great pity if the future of the west- 
ern provinces should be impaired 
through the withdrawal of the neces- 
sary capital for its upbuilding and 


extension. It is hoped the mistakes 
of the past will now be speedily 
recognized and a sincere attempt 


made to remove the objectionable 
laws and recreate the confidence of 


the financial interests in the great 
west.”

ECONOMIC CONFERENCE 


The Imper'al Beonomic Conference, 


meeting in Loudon, has a wide range 
of subjerts to deal with. The extent, 
resources and population of the Em- 
pire are so va-t that they must pre- 
sent an almost innumeravie array of 


questions for consideration, For us 


lim Western Canada there are two 


great economic problems—the obtain- 
ing and settlement of new inhabitants 
and the efficient marketing of our 
produce. The first calls for a com- 
prehensive immigration scheme ac- 
tively pursued. The second appears 
to be considerably the more difficult 
problem of the two. Government 
ventures in the world of trade—and 
the marketing of our produce comes 
under the ‘head of trade—have not 
been a success in the past for various 
somewhat complicated reasons, Yet 
at the same time it does not on the 
face of it seem to be impossible that 
the authorities of the Empire with all 
the expert advice that they can com- 
mand, should be able to devise means 
for the more efficient marketing of 
the grain which is our chief product, 
and Great Britain’s chief source of 
food supply. It is very difficult for 
the ordinary man unversed in the 
subtleties of political economy to 
believe that the combined govern- 
ments of the Empire are unable to 
stop the price of such an essential 
commodity as wheat being to any ex- 
tent at all at the mercy of grain 
speculators in Chicago or Liverpool. 
Surely something can be done to 
mitigate this evil without resorting co 
the complete government control 
which seems always to have an effect 
of strangulation and wastefulness on 
trade, or without depending wholly 
on the success of such a thing as the 
wheat pool privately organized. With 
Russia now and for an indefinite time 
hereafter out of the question as a 
grain exporter, and ‘with British 
wheat growing apparently declining 
still, Canada is the nearest and ‘best 
source of bread supply for Great Brit- 
ain. It seems obvious that the Con- 
ference should regard the efficiency 
of Western Canada farming as a vital 
question for its consideration. This 
would naturally involve the associ- 
ated questions of the Vancouver ‘and 
Hudson Bay routes for grain export, 
and even the possible development of 
our Western rivers as grain-carrying 
highways towards the Great Lakes. 

It is the successful solving of the 
marketing problem that {s the real 
key to the solution of the immigra- 
tion questiom If we cannot market 
our products to advantage, what pos- 
sible attraction can there be for peo- 
ple to take up farming in Western 
Canada, and without the basis of a 
large agricultural population is there 
any chance of our having cities and 
manufactures to supply them? Sun- 
shine and clear air arg excellent 
things, but one cannot live on thei 
any more than on the scenery of 
British Columbia, as so many unfor 
tunate would-be fruit growers and 
chicken farmers are finding out. 
There is no attraction whatever to 
anybody in growing, however success- 
fully, products which cannot be ad- 
vantageously marketed. It is there- 
fore to be hoped that these two link- 
ed questions of population and mar- 
kets will recevie all the consideration 
for which time can be found, and that 
something definite will result from 
that consideration.

CANADA AND AUSTRALIA AT 
THE IMPERIAL CONFERENCE 


In the history of the British Empire 
hitherto and difficulties or friction 
which arose usually did so between 
the Mother Country and one or other 
of her colonies in the course of their 
growth from colonies into self-govern- 
ing dominions, and usually concerned 
the incidents of that growth and the 
transition from dependence to inde- 
pendence. The dominions have now 
attained their majority, and with the 
full consent and approval of Great 
Britain are recognized as equal part- 
ners in the Empire and entitled to 
take part in the Imperial Conference 
as such partners. Perhaps it is 
inevitable that as the result of this 
| development there should come in to 
.existence possible causes of friction 
and conflict of interest between dif- 
ferent dominions instead of between 
the Mother Country and some _ one 
of the dominions. There {s one such 
possibility now in sight, and the pres- 
ent Imperial Conference may bring it 
prominently to the fore as an impcr- 
ial problem. This Is a conflict of pol- 
icy or of interest between Canada 
and Australia. As all know who have 
followed world pofitics ,im recent 
years, Australia is distinctly appre- 
hensive of the danger which threatens 
her from Asiatic and chiefly Japanese 
expansion in the Pacific. ‘She has a 
population of some five millfons 
spread sparsely over a whole conti- 
nent, while comparatively close at 
hand are countries like Japan, over- 
flowing with a population eagerly 
seeking an outlet and homes in other 
lands. The settled unquestioned pol- 
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that it is no longer fair to the public | they are asked to provide a regular 


{cy of all parties in Australia with 
only an occasional exception is that 
Australia must remain a white man’s 
country. Asiatic immigration on any 
terms is regarded as a thing to be 
absolutely prevented. By her own 
strength Australia could have no 
chance of maintaining the ‘barrier. 
It would be forcibly set aside in very 
short time by the Japanese if not by 
other Asiatic races. Australia’s only 
hope therefore lies in the strength of 
the British Empire, and as a natural 
result Australia, led by her young 
and vigorous Premier, Mr. Bruce, 
stands for a strong policy of imperial 
co-operation and contribution to the 
defence of the Empire by the Dom- 
inions. 

That is not the policy of the 
present Canadian government. As has 
been pointed out on other occasions, 
that government is disposed to lay 
the accent not on co-operation but on 
autonomy, not on joint defensive 
schemes, but on the need for economy 
and the lack of any present danger 
calling for military or naval prepara- 
tions. It is difficult not to believe 
that that policy is a short-sighted, 
selfcentred and mistaken one, un- 
worthy .of a dominion which played 
so honourable a part in the late war, 
but for the moment it is possible only 
to recognize that such is the policy 
and to consider what its outcome 
may be. It seems that an acute differ- 
ence may arise at the Conference 
between the two dominions which so 
far as defence is concerned is likely 
to lead only to the present frustration 
of a general scheme of imperial de- 
fence. Australia, New Zealand and 
Great Britain will have to concert 
their own scheme without Canadian 
help, and Canada must go on relying 
on the generosity of Great Britain 
and the patronage of the United 
States for her protection, but the 
conflict of defensive policies may 
have an effect in another direction 
also, Australia is a protective» coun- 
try in her trade policy. Her political 
parties, including the strong labour 
influence, are protectionist in their 
tendencies. <A policy of protection at 
home in Australia is likely to sug- 
gest a policy of protection for the 
Empire; a general trade arrange- 
ment to promote inter-imperial trade 
rather than indiscriminate world trade. 
Again this conflicts with certain ten- 
dencies of the present Canadian 
government, which stands half-way, 
as it Were, between the Conserva- 
tives and the Farmers or Progress- 
ives as regards free trade. The re- 
action from the Australian policy is 
liable to give an added stimulus tothe 
policy of reciprocity, after which the 
Canadian government is clearly 
hankering, and which may well be- 
come again the dominant issue in our 
dominion politicsat no distant date. 
It is therefore of no little importance 
to watch the proceedings of the Im- 
perial Conference closely, so far as 
they are made public, since results 
may arise from it of direct and imme- 
diate interest to everyone in Canada. 


EDITORIAL NOTES

bearing the name they do, they are 
not more temperate in their speech. 
Intemperance in speech has probably 
caused more great tragedies than in- 
temperance in drinking. 


tAccording to the W.C.T.U., when 
the Honorable Mr. Justice Beck of the 
Supreme Court, C. F. P. Conybeare, K. 
C., one of Alberta’s leading and most 
respected lawyers, Mrs. Bishop, prob- 
ably the cleverest woman in the prov- 
ince and thousands of others we can 
name, profess that they are moder- 
ationists, they Ife. They are. only 
fooling the people and are really the 
Hquor interests. This is what we 
mean by intemperance in speech. 


We were taught in school that the 
Canadian Banking system was the 
safest if not the most convenient in 
the world. We believed it at the 
time, having no reason to do other- 
wise, but of late our belief has taken 
the count. It Is a disgrace and a 
tragedy that occurrences like that of 
the Home Bank can take place. The 
people who will suffer most are the 
small investors, while government de- 
posits are a preferred charge on 
assets. And no one will deny that 
the government is a great deal to 
blame for the tragedy. 


It has always seemed to us that if 
every chartered bank in the Dominion 
were compelled to stand in the posi- 
tlon of a guarantor of the Iabilities 
of each other bank, and especially of 
the liabilities of the depositors, then 
bank faflures would never occur. Los- 
{ng banks would be absorbed before 
the crash came. And if there by any 
chance was a failure it would cause 
no suffering. 


The Vegreville Observer comments 
editorially that as a critic Meighen 
has no equal in Canada, but that as 
a statesman he might be better. We 
think with all deference to the opin- 
fon of the editor of the Observer that 
he is confusing “statesman” with 
“politician.” Meighen as a politician 
cannot compete with King. He is 
hampered by his high sense of right 
in that the feels that he must practice 
what he preaches. Before the last 
election King and his supporters had 
one speech for the east and the di- 
rect opposite for the west—two plat- 
forms on which to claim support. And 
they have lived up to neither.

THE WOMAN'S POINT 
OF VIEW 


SOME SUGGESTED REFORMS

I nas talking the other day to a 
girl friend of mine, recently married, 
when she asked me whether I could 
tell her why it is customary for mar- 
ried women to wear a wedding ring, 
while marrfed men rarely do so. I 
explained to her that at one time the 
wedding ring was the symbol of 
bondage, and indicated that a wife 
was bound to obey her husband in all 
things. (My friend was most indig- 
nant at the idea and declared that Jit 
belonged (properly to the dark ages of 
mankind. She herself, she said, nev- 
er thought of _obeying ther husband 
in anythimg, unless she felt inclined 
to, and he knew better than to try to 
make her do so. She even suggested 
that if there was to be any question 
of bondage as between husband and 
wife, it was the husband who ought to 
wear the ring, and in her momentary 
irritation she went so far as to indf- 
cate that some husbands ought to 
wear the ring in their noses like a 
bull. I deprecated my young friend’s 
excessive fervour, but whem she went 
on to suggest that apart from any 
such ridiculous symbolism it is mani- 
festly unfair that women should have 
to proclaim the fact that they are 
married by the wearing of a ring, 
while itis impossible to know whether 
a man is married without making en- 
quiries, I was very much inclined to 
agree with her. After all, why should 
not @ married man wear a ring just 
as much as a married woman, and 
for the matter of that why should not: 
@ man who is engaged to be married 
wear some symbol of the fact just as 
a girl does, something that might 
act as a sort of warning-off notice, as 
it were, to fair husband-seekers, like 
the notice We see on some farms, “No 
hunting allowed here? If it is object+ 
ed that a girl should not ‘be put to the 
expemse of giving her fiamce an en- 
gagement ring, the obvious answer is 
that the symbol need not be a ring. 
A broad arrow embroidered on the 
sleeve of ‘his coat or a small skull and 
cross bones worn as @ button in the 
lapel of his jacket, or any such simple 
amd yet solemn token, would serve 
just as well. I myself should go so far 
as to make {t legally obligatory for 
married men to wear these rings or 
other symbols, so that they might be 
known assuchatonce. We, all of us, 
have met men who are quite capable 
of concealing or denyimg the fact of 
their marriage in order to enjoy the 
fun of flirting with some girl, who per- 
haps discovers the truth only after 
She has allowed her affections to be 
engaged by the married tratior. For 
the same reason ‘there ought to be a 
difference between the mode of ad- 
dressing an unmarried man, and that 
employed towards a married one. At 
present both are called “Mr.”’ whereas 
the girl who wa's “Miss X” before her 
marriage becomes “Mrs. Y” the mo- 
ment the marriage Is over. I do not 
quite Know what the difference in 
title between the bachelor and the 
married man should be. Perhaps the 
bachelor might retain his present 
‘commonplace ‘title of “Mr.”, while the 
married man should be addressed, as 
“Senor,” that graceful and dignified 
Spanish title. The change in title 
might even be an inducement tosome 
reluctant swains to plunge boldly into 
the sea of matrimony instead of 
lingering shivering on the brink as 
they now do. If it is suggested that 
no man would incur such risks anJ 
face such troubles for the mere sake 
of a title, one has only to think of the 
number of girls who marry the most 
deplorable looking male objects simn- 
ly in order to be called “Lady This” 
or “The Duchess of That.” 

There {s a further reform which 
certainly ought to ‘be introduced and, 
if necessary, made law. This Is ‘tthe 
payment by a husband to his wife of 
a regular and proper salary for tha 
performance of her housekeeping dut+ 
jes. As things mow are, a girl on 
her marriage becomes, unless she has 
money of her own, wholly dependent 
on the capricious good-will of ‘her 
husband for every cent she has apart 
from the bare necessaries of life 
which he is bound to supply her with, 
She may have been earning a comfort- 
able salary as a stenographer, school 
teacher, or other worker, and then 
when she comes.to (be married, she 
finds that she ‘has no lawful claim to 
receive a dollar to spend on small 
personal amusements and entertain- 
ments. No doubt sensible and goner- 
ous husbands make their wives a 
regular allowance just for that pur- 
pose, but unfortunately sensible and 
generous husbands are like sea- 
serpents—much ttalked of ‘but never 
seen. Most of the species grumble 
and object most strenuously when 
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allowance for their ‘wives. They think 
they are doing all that is necessary 
if they pay the household billg each 
month, (after first complaining of the 
extravagantly large amount of them) 
and very occasionally allow ‘them- 
selves to be flattered and wheedled 
into consenting to pay for clothes for 
the wife who works all day and every 
day to give them the home comforts 
they 'would have to pay handsomely 
for ifshe was a mere housekeeper able 
to clear off at any time and leave 
them, I have often heard men say 
that whatever their faults may be as 
compared with women, they are far 
more generous. If so, male generosity 
is strikingly unlike charity, which 
‘begins at home, for the former usual- 
ly ends when home tis reached. I 
hope I am not too severe on the hus- 
band class in these remarks, but I 
really think it is time someone spoke 
out boldly and frankly on this  sitb- 
ject. There ought to be a recognised 
salary for wives who act as_ house: 
keepers, and it should be legally en- 
forcable against their husbands, and 
measures should be taken to see that 
it is paid without the wives being 
compelled to call in the aid of law 
courts to get it. Naturally those 
wives who look upon their husbands 
merely as permanent meal-tickets, 
and neglect their homes in order to 
play bridge, attend other people’s 
pink teas, and spend the proceeds of 
matrimonial blackmail in the millin- 
ery department of a store, would not 
be entitled either to salaries or even 
to food and clothes, for if the hus- 
band {is to be compelled to pay his 
wife as a housekeeper, he should have 
an equivalent right of refusing to 
support an idle trifler. 

The fact of the matter {s that the 
whole question of husband and wife 
needs to be revised and brought up 
to date. There is still too much of 
the old slave relationship about it 
and too little of free and equal part- 
nership. We need not expect any 
improvement unless we women all 
agree to demand it as a right just as 
we demanded and obtained the vote 
Men are not altruistic enough to giv: 
up any advantage they now have un 
less they are compelled to do so. We 
ought all of us to set about the com- 
pelling process without delay.

Keen Interest In Alberta Seed Grain 
As a result of the co-operative mar- 
keting service and seed grain clean- 
ing plant established last year by the 
provincial Department of Agriculture, 
a very keen interest has been develop- 
ed in Alberta's seed wheat in Eastern 
Caniada and the United States. More 
than 600 prospective buyers of this 
seed grain are now on the lists of 
the Dopartment,-and inquiries con 
cerning the seed are being received 
every day. Some of the most recent 
inquiries come from Minnesota, Iowa, 
South Dakota and North Dakota. An 
imteresting experiment is being con- 
ducted in ‘South Dakota between Mar- 
quis and Ruby yheat on the points of 
comparative resistance to rust, ma- 

turity and yield. 

Shipments of seed grain from  in- 
spected fields will commence arriv- 
ins at the provincial plant at Edmon- 
ton shortly fofr cleaning. Applications 
from seed growers to send seed to 
the plant are now being received un- 
til October 12, after which applica- 
tions will not be received, if the limit 
of the capacity of the plant has been 
reached.

the Dorchester was ruthlessly broken up for scrap. 
With this engine the first railway in Canada, the 
Champlain and St. Lawrence Railway, running be- 
tween St. Johns and Laprairie, Que., a distance of 
14% miles, began operations on July 21st, 1836, when 
it was formally opened by His Excellency the Earl 
Owing to an accident to the engine a 
few days prior to the opening, it was thought safest 
to attach only two cars to it for the opening run.
